I was there over-the week end and every v. I look- 
ed I saw people from Canal Point, Pahokee, Belle Glade and 
other sections of-this fertile farming area. And, e rbody 
had blue fish, Plenty of 'em. In fact I've never scen s 
many fish caught in such a short space of time, One pàrty 
of four caught over 40p fish. 

During the: week, many from this section hav. den 
over to Jensen and report excellent fishing. So excellent, 
in fact, that many of them were completely tired out and 
just had to. quit—unable to pull in another fish. V, C. 

enton, an ardent fisherman. from Pahokee, was over a 
couple of times during the week and on urday«afte 
| noon he and Bill Kincaid along with.V. C.'s son, Vance, 
went round and round with blue fish until all of them were 
tired down. When I saw them they had a sack fall, and I 
mean full. On their way home, they gave fish to all of 
their friends and still had plenty left. V. C. said he finally 
had to quit because he pulled in fish until he just couldn't 
turn the reel another round. That’s fishi: 
I jotted down the names of a flock. of the fellows who, 
were over there. I probably missed many of them but 
here's a partial list from this section. Some. of the fel-
